"'riic enemy made a (lolcriiiiiu'il ntlacl; 
oil 'I'lmrsday Novomlj'Jr 'J. Ai>iMrciill.v 
alJ the Boer forces partiuiputed. Thuir 
arlillerjr opened lire «t 4 a.m., pouriiiK 
ill shellfi thick and fast upon the Brit'fili 
liosilioiiH with no si'i-'i't clTcyt. They 
;i(lo]iti^l the umisiial tactics of advaiic- 
iii^i under LOV(?r of iheir yuus to positions 
on the ridfc'os and Icopjes adjacent lc> 
those occupied by the British, troops, on 
I lie left of our position. Continuinji 
Iheir advance, the Boors crept up, usinj? 
every aTallablc bit of cover. 

"Our infantry opened with a steady, 
wurm and accurate fire, which beat baeic 
the enemy, notwithstanding a display oC 
lenarity of purpose onnal to their des- 
IMTiili" stands (iii previous oeeasions. 
The I'.ocr ntlacU was most elaborate on 
sides of tlic town. 

"The niiiiii iitlaclc. liowcvi>r, was made 
botween the l''n'e Stale ami Xeweastle 
railway lines by a colmiui coniposed 
ehielly of .Tohanueshur« N'oluiil fcrs. A 
bri^'ade of the Kins's Itoyal Uitle Corps 
made a splendid delenoe. The Hoers 
■nere repulsed but soon rallied and re- 
turned to the attack. Again the British 
till', wbicb was very hot, forced them to 
retire. 

■"I'hey had made a deep trench in 
fioiit of the T.ritish lines and while willi- 
driiwiuK for their horses they left this 
snsuiiided 'Whcrchipon the King's Rifles. 
iKlvancin); at the double quick, t)ccupied 
the trenches. This movement was not 
seen by the enemy who soon returned 
with tiieir horses. Carefully reserviiiL; 
Ibeir lire, the King's Rifles allowed the 
Boers to advance ainuist to the eil^'e oC 
the trenches and tlieu poured volley af- 
ter volley into the astounded Itoers, who 
turned and lied tiiider an awful buil of 
bullnts, boltiiii,' across the oixmi. wlieie 
the artillery of the I'.ritish poured in a 
terrible aad effective ^hell lire. The 
enemy lost heavily. 

".Ml'aiiwhile, aiiotlier seeiion »( r,(ii>rs 
had biciiif-'ht a umrtar iu'n aetiuii liriiij: 
heavy shells. Our f.nins sdi.ii sihMieed 
this "wi'Miion. the enemy's arlillcryiueii 
lleeliuL: headlong'. The lioers tlieii ad- 
tanrcrl ill force with a view of repairius; 
ilii- uiortnr, but our artillery shelled and 
si-.\ltureil tlieni ri^rlit aud^ left. The 
li'.;liliiif; was all over at II o'elnel;.

London, Nov. IS).— To-dny for tin 
time tlio true stm-y of the war is beint; 
told. It is more llian three weeks old, 
and comes by mail, but it loses none of 
its thrilliui; interesi thereby. We know 
•It last why Cmi. Synunis .ualered tlial 
lerrihlij charge at Dnadee, and how he 
reci'ived his death wound, and we have 
a vivid picture of the stran.L'e battlelleld 
at Klnndslaagte, which was unlike any- 
thini,' in the previous annals of war. 

••It is ;i vividly thrilling account 
which t;. \V. Sleeves i,'ives of the stninge 
battle at Klanilslaaf-'te, which did not be- 
gin until nearly live o'clock in the after- 
noon. He says: 

"Our frniis moved to a posiiiuii towards 
the ri:,'ht anil the ]\i>vi- ^'Uns opened lire. 
Ivcnd! but. those (ierniaii jrunners knew 
their bosiness! The lUird or fourth shell 
pitched into a wagon full of shells, with 
a team of ei;.'hl horses hitched to it. We 
held our brc.-illi for ibe explosion, but 
when the smoke cleared away only the 
near wheeler lay on his side, and the 
wagon had its wheels in the air. Our 
batteries han;.'ed aj-'ain and the Boer 
;;tins were silent. 

"The attack wa.s to be nuule on the 
flout and left flank. The Dovonshircs 
formed at the front attack and Manehcs- 
ters on the right. Then the Cordon 
Highlanders edged to the extreme ri^bt 
with a long boulder-flecked hill above 



first ii]pened and from the eastern skies swept 
a sheet of rain. With the lirst .stabbing 
drops the horse<3 turned their beads and 
no whip or sjnur could bring thcni up to 
it. The rain drove through mackin- 
toshes as if they were blotting paper.

The men 
slopped and startial, staLrgeretl and drop- 
li"il limply. a,s if .a siring llial held Iheiii 
nji ii.;;]il li.id been cut. The line ].iishe(l 
on. and .-1 eoloiiel fell, sliol in the arm. 
The re;4inieiit |iiisheil ,,n, anil lhe.\' e.ame 
lo a rocky rid.;;e Iwenly feel liiu'li. 'I'hry 
clung to the covei-, firiiiu'. ihi'ii rose and 
were aniiing the liullels a;,'ain. .\ m;i.ior 
was left al llie liollom of llie riil.i;e with 
a pipe in his nioiilli and a .Mauser bnllei 
lliroiigli his leu'. ills comiiaiiy imslied 
<ai. 

'•Ilowii againl I''ire agaiiil I'li ai-'ain 
and on. ..Xnolher riilire won and p.issi'd 
and only a more hellish lot of hndels. 
Beyond more men down, more men put 
ililo the tiring line, liinri' deatli-piping 
luillels Ih.Mii ever. The air was :i sieve of

as the men moved forward the heavens 'Ihe men puffed, but stumbled on. An-

"On again, and now it was surely the 
end. The bugles ramr liki^ the cockiTow 
on a fine morning— "Fi-K liayouets!' Stafl' 
ollicors rushed shouting from the lear, 
imiiloring, cajoling, cursing, slamming, 
eveiy man wiio could move into line, but 
it was a line' no longer -it was a surging 
wave of men. 

"The Oevonshires. (oirdmis, Manclies- 
lers. and l..i,L'hl llnr.^e were all mixed: 
Milialleriis coininaiiilinu' regiments; sol- 
diers yielding advice; nlli.eis liring ear- 
hine.s; si unilililiu-, leapiii-. killing, fal.ing, 
(all drunk wilh leittle, ami there beneath 
lOir feet was the lim-r c:iinp. and the 
hist of the Itoers rallopin.;,- out of il ! 
There, al.so, thank .he:iven. were sipi:id- 
rons of Lancers and l>raguon tjuiirds, 
storndug in among them, shoullnj;, slam- 
iiiiiig them into the ground. 'Cease fire!' 
1 1 was over. 

" Twelve lioUrs of mareh. of recounais- 
s;inee, waiting and piep:i ration, and half 
•m hour of :itl:ick, but h.alf ail hour 
cr:imm(.d uilli half a lifc-linie."

"Lieut. Wi.*bb. a well-known .Tcdnuimv- 
bnrgian and a member of the Imperial 
Light JlorrtO. who shared the eliarge up 
the preelpitou!) hill nt ICIandshiagte. 
writes that the battle was a terrible 
slaULditer; too terrible for the victory, 
w hi li yet had lo be \voii. 

■•'llie earlier siiells hiirsi wilhiu ten 
yards all round," he s:iys. "Vet some 
of our lueii had to sit on their horsi's at 
;ilteiilioii under this fire for an hour- I 
saw some horrible sights. One (ionloii 
lliuhhiniler gol :i shell right in Ihe f;ice, 
kiiiiekiiig his heail clear nIT. 

•'We charged lo the cannons' inonlli, 
ihe Cordon Highlanders iisiii}; their liay- 
i.nels. The Itoers were very plucky. 
.-hiMiled lo us lo conic on, and stund Iu 
Ihe last. 

"Tile Lancers idi;irged those who ran, 
ami some who went on l.hcir knees and 
pr:iyed for mercy were let off. Others 
did this and then shot oiir men as they 
went. away. One ciir killed a Ooriloii 
Highlander oflleer who spared hint. Col. 
Schiel played the purl of a man when 
badly wounded, refusing help until onr 
men had been attended to.

.irv confidence in his men when he order- 
ed •J.dtiO of ilieiu to take it ill the teeth 
of a terrible and ui'll sustained lire frinn 
;.|iperior nilinhers of skilled rilleiiicn. His 
coiilidelice was fully justilieil. 

"It is said that lie deliberaicly resolv- 
eil to show the Boers tlnit Majiilci Hill 
was not the ineasiire of what I!riii>-n 
infantry could do. and if su. he more 
I hail succeeded, 'i'o find a parallel for 
llie (■iiduraiice, tenacity, and heroic de- 
lerininalion to press forward over all 
ohjects and a; ail hazards, one li:is to gii 
liack lo Wellinglon's iiivincilile ilifaiur.v 
in Ihe I 'eiiiiisilla. 

"The men had to go lliroiigh cighl 
Imurs of lighting, without breakfast. The 
woiid was llie lirst cover available and in 
the rush for this iiositiou the Dublin 
Fusiliers ietl the way, tlioligli afterwards 
the three regiments went practically side 
by side. 

"The advance of the infantry -wds cov- 
ered by a YigoroHs cannonade, but the 
appearance of our men in the open was 
the signal for a storm of rifle lire from 
the Boers. Though our los.ses at this 
stage were extniordiiiarly small, in the 
wood which for some time marked the 



limit of the advance they were consider- 
able, and here about 'J:';{(l o'clock (!eu. 
Synions, who had galloped up to tell the 
men that Ihe hill must be''takeu, fell 
mortally wounded. Throughout the 
morning he had e.vposed himself, per- 
lia|is iiiinc'cessarily. His position was 
marked by a red flag carried by his tu- 
ilerly. 

"Hy 1 o'clock our men, i-ree]iiug up inch 
liy inch, and taking :idvaiitage of every 
available cover, had gaiiieil the shelter 
of the slmic w;ill. bin for a long time 
further :iilvama' seemed impossilile. As 
ofleii as a man hccaiiie visible the rioers 
poured a deadly lire in the direction, 

while wli:itever their Insse.; fi- onr :ir- 

tillery tire they rarely utiordcd a mark 
for the rifle. 

"About 12 o'elock, however, a lull in 
the fire afforded our men an opportunity 
ffi'r scaling the wall ami dashing across 
the open ground beyond, nien the al- 
most sheer ascent of the last portion of 
tile hill began. Here our losses were 
grciitesr, the Killc.; le-.^iiii: most heavily. 
Col. Gunning, wle. wa^ always in front 
of his men, v.-a-^ shut t!ii-oii'.;h the head. 

"Near ;!ie •..], of the hill Cain. I'ecliell, 
\y\ut had only airivi'd two davs before 
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ahleil Iu strengthen Iheir rille lire ac- 
ciiri!ingl.\'. 

"The last portion of ila. ascent was 
riislii'd with the b;iyouet but the Boers 
•lid not wait the charge. A few wlio 
stood ground too near the end -were seen 
ll.yii.g precipitately across the top of the 
hill whcu our men reached the crest. 
.-Vbout thirty dead and wounded wore ly- 
ing on the gi-ound, and cases of ammuiii- 
tioii and Mauser rifles strewn about 
slucvcd the hurry of the flight. Boer 
pomes were galloidng about and one of 
the humorous sights of the day was to 
see tlie Dublin Fusiliers gaily riding baex 
on these captive steeds.

coilit. .My force stood to arms. 

"The outposts reported various bodies, 
from OOU to 700 strong, ndvancing. on 
I'jsteourt from a northwsterly direction. 
One party 500 strong moved towards the 
railway bridge half a mile to the north- 
west of Estcourt. 

"Our outposts fired on the eiiciny, and 
one of the uaval guns fired a shell nt a 
thousand .vards, the shell bursting close 
to the enemy, who then hurriedly re- 
tired. 

At 12 o'clock reports •were rccelveil 
from tlirei! pickets that ■a large ntunbcr 
of P><iers were in sight on. 4 hill tthove 
Leslie's liomcsteiid. The troops have re- 
turned to eanip." 

SIX MILES PROM ESTCOURT.
